I The Office Action 

Claims 43-71 are pending, and claims 69-73 are withdrawn from consideration due to a 
restriction requirement. Claims 43-68 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obvious-type double patenting. Reconsideration of the claims as pending is respectfully 
requested. 

II. Rejection of the claims under obvious-type double patenting 

Claim 41-73 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obvious-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9, 1 1-14, 17, and 19-40 of U.S. Patent No.
